GRI sells the 
game for $8 and the 19?1 Rulebook for $1. 

To best follow the game and hopefully learn something from it, since it is being 
played and analyzed by experts, I would like to suggest to you the use of a recording 
system that was first proposed to me by John McCallum, 

First of all, you will need seven crayons in the following colors: red (Austria), 
purple (England), blue (France), black (Germany), green (Italy), brown (Russia), and 
yellow (Turkey) , 

Now to use the McCallum system, you take this map, which is provided with each of 
the spring and fall seasons, and record the armies with a circle of the appropriate 
color and the fleets with a line. For the winter season, simply take the fall map and 
make square brackets around a unit built and round brackets around a unit removed. 



Also, a good way to go from one season 
to another is to indicate an attack 
with an arrow and a support with a line 
and bar as illustrated. Additionally, 
an unsuccessful order or retreat can be 
indicated by a dotted line.
